INTRODUCTION 


The final 5-year plan was presented 
to Parliament on 8th December, 1952. 
The plan in its final form is a single 
indivisible national plan, welcoming 
but not dependent on foreign assistance. 
The final outlay has been fixed at 
Rs. 2,069 crores. The plan hopes that 
in 27 years India’s per capita income 
will be doubled. |

SOURCES OF FINANCE . 


According to the Planning Commis- 
sion the Budget is expected to give a 
revenue surplus of Rs. 1,300 millions 
during the 5 year period. Other sources 
include the development fund available 
from Public Loans and small savings 
and contributions from the Railway 
Development Fund. In all the total 
resources at the disposal of the Central 
Government wil amount to Rs. 6,410 
millions, while the funds that the 
States can raise is estimated at Rs. 4,800 
millions. The counterpart funds of 
U.S. Fund Loan to India are also being 
used for financing development. 


Canada and Australia have also promi- 
sed assistance under Colombo Plan. If 
further outside assistance is not avail- 
able the Government will be compelled 
to draw from the Sterling balances to 
the extent of Rs. 2,900 millions. 


OBJECTIVES OF PLANNING 


The Central objective of planning in 
India is to begin a process of develop- 
ment which will raise living standards 
and open out to the people new oppor- 
tunities for a richer and more varied 
life. The plan therefore aims at raising 
more effectively the available human 
and material resources to obtain a 
larger output of goods and services. At 
the same time it aims at reducing the 
inequalities of income and wealth. 


^ JORITIES AND PATTERN OUTLAY 


In determining an outlay on the 
development of Rs. 2,069 crores by 
publie authorities over the period of 
1951-56 some items have been given 
preference to others. For the imme- 
diate 5 year period agriculture includ- 
ing irrigation and power has top-most 
priority. Without a substantial increase 
in the production of food and of raw 
materials needed for Industry a higher 
rate of development in the latter can- 
not be maintained. The broad lines of 
priorities in the Industrial field will be 
one of fuller use of existing capacity 
in producer goods, (1) Industries like 
jute and plywood and the consumer 
goods industries like cotton, textiles, 
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sugar, soap, ete., (2) Expansion of capa- 
city in industries like Iron & Steel, Alu- 
minium, Cement, Fertilizers, Machine 
tools, etc., (3) Completion of Industrial 
Units on which expenditure has already 
been incurred, (4) Establishment of 
New Plants for Industries. 


LAND POLICY 


On the ownership of lands the Plan- 
ning Commission has made very im- 
portant recommendations. These aim 
primarily at 


(a) The fixation of an upper unit 
of land holding. 


(b) Provision of facilities to large 
owners who cultivate themsel- 
ves. 


(c) Passing of legislation to main- 
tain cultivation at a certain 
level of efficiency. 


(d) Encouragement of co-opera- 
tive methods by small and 
middle owners. 


It is suggested that over the great part 
of the country a rate of rent exceeding 
]/4th or 1/5th of the produce will be 
regarded as requiring special justifica- 
tion. 


AGRICULTURAL TARGETS 


For the immediate 5 year period the 
aim of the Planning Commission is to 
reduce considerably the country's de- 
pendence on Foreign sources. Produc- 
tion of food grains is expected to in- 
crease by 7.6 millions tons. The aim 
of the policy during the period of the 
Plan must be to increase domestic pro- 
duction and to eliminate by stages the 
need to import food grains. 


IRRIGATION AND POWER 


The first Five-Year Plan, therefore, 
aims mainly at the completion of the 
projects under construction in 1951. 
These are estimated to cost on comple- 
tion Hs. 765 crores of which an expendi- 
ture of Rs. 153 crores had already been 
spent. 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


The plan makes provision for an ex- 
penditure by the Central and State Goy- 
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ernments of Rs.:94 crores on Industrial 
Projects; in addition the plan provides 
a sum of Hs. 50 crores for the develop- 
ment of basic industries including 
transport facilities." 


, FOOD POLICY 


The aim of the policy is to increase 
domestic production to get an increase 
in marketable surplus and by stages to 
stop import of food grains. The coun- 
try on an average has imported about 
3 million tons ot food grains in recent 
years the total cost since 1948 being 
about Rs. 750 crores. During the period 
of the plan rationing and procurement 
with minimum imports will be main- 
tained. Food Controls will be kept up 
till domestic production is stepped up. 


VILLAGE INDUSTRIES 


The primary objective of State policy 
is to provide for a field within which 
each cottage industry may be able to 
organise itself, wherever a*large scale 
industry competes with a cottage indus- 
try a common production programme 
will be drawn taking into consideration 
factors such as efficiency, social aspect 
and the employment aspect. 


LABOUR POLICY 


The Commission has stressed the 
need for good relations between capital 
and labour. . The worker should be 
enabled to take a greater interest in the 
working of the industry. Labour dis- 
putes should be settled in a spirit of 
compromise by investigation and arbi- 
iration. Disparation should be reduced 
to give the worker his due share in the 
national income. 


COMMERCIAL POLICY 
The main aims of this policy are 


1. To help fulfil the production 
and consumption targets in the 
plan. 


2. To keep up a high level of 
exports. 


3. The import duties on raw mate- 
rials used by manufacturers will 
be considerably reduced.

THE SECONDARY EDUCATION COMMISSION'S 
REPORT AND MATHEMATICS

From time immemorial, the study of 
mathematics has been considered to be 
very essential for any gducation. Even 
now, none can deny its importance to 
the life of every individual. When the 
study of three R’s was considered to be 
the sum total of all education, arith- 
metic was one of the three R’s to be 
studied. The Tamil proverb “ erer apd 
aTUsgilh sonr Qaror g 5Gb brings out the 
importance of the subject. 


In the distant past, when the world 
had not advanced so much in science 
as it has at present, mathematics was 
a compulsory subject of study for the 
matriculation. The syllabus in mathe- 
matics for matriculation included 
Algebra and theoretical Geometry be- 
sides arithmetic and practical geometry. 
Later on when the S.S.L.C. scheme was 
introduced elementary mathematics was 
a compulsory subject of study while 
algebra and theoretical geometry were 
studied as optional subjects. In the 
recent reorganisation of Secondary 
School syllabus pupils shave a choice 
between “General Mathematics and 
Composite Mathematics. In any case, 
one has to study at least General 
Mathematics till one completes the 
school course. 


But in the curricula of studies sug- 
gested by the Secondary Education 
Commission, Mathematics is a compul- 
sory subject up to the middle school or 
the Senior Basic. Neither in the curri- 
culum for the High School course of 
three years nor in that of the Higher 
Secondary course of four years after 
the middle school stage, does mathe- 
matics find a place. It is said that the 
study of General Science under “B 
Group' includes also a study of mathe- 
matics. But General Science is to be 
taught only for two years and it will 
not be a subject for examination. We 
know full well how much importance 


will be attached to the teaching and to 
the learning of a subject which is not a 
subject for Public Examination. The 
Report of the Commissaon itself says 
that unless a subject is included for the 
examination there will be no interest 
for the teacher to teach that subject 
and there will be no enthusiasm on the 
part of the pupils as well to study the 
subject. When such is the case, no one 
will care for the study of General 
Science much less for mathematics 
which is a part of that General Science. 


Though under Group ‘D’, two of the 
groups, namely, “Humanities Group” 
and “Science Group” include the sub- 
ject of mathematics as one of the many 
subjects included in those groups, it is 
not a compulsory subject even for those 
who choose any of those groups. A 
pupil has to choose only three subjects 
from each group and one can take up 
the Science group without taking the 
subject of mathematics. 


This is undoubtedly a retrograde step 
in the educational advancement of our 
country. It we adopt the curriculum as 
suggested by Secondary Education 
Commission it may be a decade after 
its introduction before we can realise 
the harm resulting from the omission of 
such an important subject with wide 
applications in all fields. In no pro- 
gressive country do we find the study 
of mathematics relegated to such a posi- 
tion. In advanced countries the sylla- 
bus in mathematics for the school 
course includes subjects like Trigono- 
metry and the use of Logarithmic 
tables. When we are planning to make 
our land less and less dependent on 
other countries in the matter of indus- 
trial products and equipment and when 
we feel the need for more and more 
persons taking to advanced studies in 
engineering and industries, Mathematics 
and Science should find their proper 
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place in any curriculum of studies. At 
no time in the past have we neglected 
the study of a subject like mathematics. 


When a pupil completes the middle 


school stage the knowledge of mathe- 


matics gained by him will be sufficient 
for those who stop further education 
and take to the hereditary occupations 
of their parents. They can get train- 
ing in their respective avocations from 
their parents. But to say that the 
quantum of ,knowledge gained in 
Mathematics up to the middle school is 
sufficient even for those who pursue 
further studies in a High School or a 
Higher Secondary School is fantastic 
and lacking in foresight. 


In the chapter on “The Aims of 
Secondary Education” the report says 
that training pupils to think clearly 
should be one of the essential features 
of the education for democracy. Mathe- 
matics is the only subject which trains 
the pupils to think clearly, to analyse 
the pros and cons of an issue and to base

TRANSPORT AND COMMUNICATION 


In the programme under this head 
the largest outlay is on railways. 
Other features of development are 


1l. An increase in shipping ton- 
nage; 


2. Development of a new port at 
Kandla ; 


3. A development programme of 
Rs. 50 crores for Posts & Tele- 
graphs and Telephones. 


4. A provision of Rs. 9.5 crores 
for the payment of Air Com- 
panies. ` 


SOCIAL SERVICE 


The programme includes health and 
education, a national scheme for con- 
trol of Malaria, increased provision for 
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conclusions on tested data. It is the 
only subject where verbalism cannot be 
helpful. Unless a pupil understands a 
problem in mathematics and thinks out 
the method, having in mind, of course, 
the method of doing such problems, 
he cannot sdive the problem. It is a 
great pity that such an important sub- 
ject is not a subject of study for all 
up to the secondary school stage. 


[The organisational pattern envisaged 
by the Commission would require -the 
students in the fourth year of the 
secondary school stage to be divided in- 
to different branches of courses like, 
humanities, science, technology, com- 
merce, agriculture, etc. In the sugges- 
tions for the special curricula of studies 
of these diversified courses. adequate 
provision has been made for the study 
of mathematics appropriate for each 
course. However, provision is made 
for the compulsory study of general 
mathematics by all pupils during the 
first five years of the secondary school 
course.—EpITOR, S.LT.]

PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 


. The principle objectives should be 
integrity, efficiency, economy and pub- 
lie co-operation. This includes exten- 
sion of the existing legislation relating 
to corruption and requiring publie ser- 
vants to furnish annual returns concern- 
ing movable and immovable property 
acquired by Government servants or 
their near relations. 


PuBLIC CO-OPÉRATION 


The fulfilment of the plan calls for 
nation-wide co-operation between the 
Central Government and the States, the 
States and the Local Authorities with 
voluntary social service agencies en- 
gaged in constructive work, between the 
administration and the people as well 
as among the people themselves. 





LITERATURE FOR NEOLITERATES

Reference. to my appointment as ' 


Assistant Director, Mysore Literary 
Workshop in the January issue of the 
South Indian Teacher under the column 
“Diary for the month" has been noti- 
ced by some of my friends and they 
are asking me as to the nature of the 
appointment. I am therefore writing 
this article. 


The appointment was for only one 
month from 15th January to 16th 
February 1954. It was not of my seek- 
ing. My friends, Sri S. Natarajan, 
President of the S.LT.U. and Sri 
G. Harisarvothama Rao, Vice-President 
of the All-India Adult Education Asso- 
ciation, are responsible for this. My 
"knowledge of Tamil and Telugu besides 
English has been special qualification 
for selection to this post which was 
made by Sri T. Madiah Gowda, F.A, 
M.L., M.P., Director of the Workshop. 
I myself was fully ignorant of the 
nature of the job and the kind of work 
I was called upon to shoulder. On the 
5th of January, I received the offer of 
the appointment on a salary basis for 
one month and my consent was required 
by return of post. After deep considera- 
tion I replied “yes”. Again on the 13th 
January, I was definitely appointed and 
was asked to join duty on the 15th 
January. Inspite of the Pongal holi- 
days I left Madras on the 14th and arri- 
ved in Mysore on the 15th and proceed- 
ed straight to the Government Exhibi- 
tion Building where arrangements were 
made for accommodation. 1 stayed 
there for the full period in company 
with two other Assistant Directors and 
twenty-three trainees. The Director 
also lived in the camp for the full 
period. 


The Literary Workshop was orga- 
nised by the Government of India with 
the assistance of the Ford Foundation, 
under the auspites of the Mysore State 
Adult Education Council. The object 


of the workshop was to train authors 
of books in the production of social 
education literature for the use of neo- 
literates in the South Indian languages, 
viz., Tamil, Telugu, Malayalam and 
Kannada. Twenty-five authors were 
selected for training from South India 
but only twenty-three were present, 
and hdd the benefit of the training. 


These were either teachers and lec- 
turers or educational officers deputed 
by the Government. There were, 


Three from Tamil Nad in Madras 
State ; | 

. Eight from Telugu areas in Andhra 

and Hyderabad States ; 

Three from  Travancore-Cochin 
with Malayalam as their lan- 
guage ; 

Eight from Mysore State and Coorg 

"to represent Kannada; and 

One from Hyderabad with Marathi 
language. 

The three Assistant Directors were 
selected on consideration of knowledge 
of these languages. Their duties were 
to assist the Director in the administra- 
tion and conduct of workshop activities, 
organise social activities and excursions. 
I was in charge of preparation and 
publication of daily bulletin (there 
were 27 such numbers for the month), 
preparation of reports of speeches of 
the speakers and lecturers, arrange- 
ment of social activities and recreations 
and also to lecture on adult interests 
as related to their needs. The daily 
programme consisted of lectures on the 
principles of preparation of books for 
neoliterates in the forenoon and in the 
afternoon the trainees actually wrote 
specimen literature in three stages on 
the basis of the principles they learnt. 
This is why the name Literary Work- 
shop is given. It means real business 
of writing out books. It is a place of 
work and not of mere talk. Hence it 
is called workshop and it is Literary 
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Workshop because it concerns itself 
with literature. The Assistant Direc- 
tors and the Director guided the 
irainees in the working of the books. 
After the first twenty days the litera- 
ture so produced was considered in the 
respective language groups. Every 
book had to be approved by its lan- 
guage group before being finalised. 
And again the book so finalised was 
tested on the neoliterates available in 
Mysore and their reactions studied. 
Modifieations where necessary were 
made as the result of such study and 
fair copies of the books so finalised 
were handed over to the Director who 
in his turn has forwarded them to the 
Government of India along with his re- 
port of the Workshop. It was all a 
new experiment and many distinguish- 
ed persons of Mysore besides some 
from outside interested in social educa- 
tion visited the workshop and showed 
keen interest in the actual processes. 

I should consider this a rare oppor- 
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tunity for me. The pay of the work 
was so great that I too, not accustomed 
to book-writing, was tempted to write 
some specimens of literature for Tamil 
neoliterates. The three trainees from 
Tamil Nad who had this special train- 
ing should ke fully utilised in this field. 

The South India Teachers Union at 
one of the meetings of the Executive 
Board has programmed under the Five- 
Year Plan the production and publica- 
tion of books for neoliterates. I hope 
the Government of Madras and the 


Central Government will take advan- 


tage of this offer of co-operation by the 
South India Teachers! Union and extend 
ful financial assistance and encourage- 
ment in this enterprise. 

A 16 m.m. film strip of the entire 
activity of the Workshop in its various 
aspects is available with Sri K. N. Sri- 
nivasan, XL Studio, Hymanshu Vihar, 
Malleswaram, Bangalore-3. It may be 
about 200 feet in length and may cost 
Rs. 150.

NEW EDUCATION SCHEME IN MADRAS AND 
THE PARULEKAR REPORT

1. The Parulekar Committee Report 
on the Madras Modified Scheme is based 
on the strength of observations made 
in a few schools round about Madras 
City and if according to it “ no useful 
purpose would be served by going 
round the State and visiting many 
schools at this stage,” the public may 
be excused if they feel that the findings 
of the Committee are not as authorita- 
tive as they would have been if they 
were based on a study of its working 
in schools existing in a random sample 
of the areas of the whole State. 


2. The Committee says that the suc- 
cess of the Scheme will largely depend 
upon a spectacular increase in numbers 
on account of the shift system. 


I visited three Lower Elementary 
Schools at distances from five to nine 
miles from Salem City. I note below 
the strength for July 1952 and July 
1953. 


Strength of Classes I to V. 


July 1952., July 1953. 
School I 194 153 
School II 115 103 
School IIl .. 65 81 
Total .. 374 337 
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There is a fall in strength instead of 
an expected increase after the introduc- 
tion of the shift system in these three 
schools. Even if we add twenty-five 
to the July 1953 strength in School I 
as representing the number of children 
said to have enrolled themselves from 
that school into Salem City schools 
Where the scheme has not come into 
operation, the total strength comes to 
362 in July 1953 which is less than the 
total for July 1952. 


3. The Committee suggests that 
“enrolment of pupils be made without 


any restriction of time throughout this 
year as a special case so as to reach the 
target of five lakhs of additional enrol- 
ment by July 1954". It is doubtful if 
the target can be reached by the means 
now obtaining and whether any useful 
purpose will be served by enrolling 
children at the tail end of the year ex- 
cept to inerease stagnation enormously. 
No practical educational administrator 
would support this recommendation as 
this step will not only add to the diffi- 
culties of the class teachers but would 
also retard the progress of children who 
have been admitted normally. 


OBJECTIVE OF THE 
| CONSTITUTION 


4. 'The Constitution undoubtedly 
lays down the “right to receive free 
and compulsory education within a 
period of ten years from the commen- 
cement of the Constitution in 1950 for 
all children up to the age of fourteen” 
but that does not mean that any spu- 
rious methods should be adopted. 
Every effort should be made by 1960 
to bring all such children into school 
of five hours per day alternating hard 
subjects with manual dexterity sub- 
jects, lest the brains of the children 
should be unnecessarily strained by a 
continuous doze of purely bookish sub- 
jects for consecutive three hours a day. 
The Planning Commission  recom- 
mendation that “by the end of the 
period covered, educational facilities 
should be provided for at least 60 per 
cent of the children in the age group 
6-11” and that “crafts be introduced 
into as many schools as possible" could 
be made to materialise by increasing 
the schools of five hour duration. 

5. I would here emphasise that 
though the Flementary Education Act 
was passed in England in 1870 (for 
pupils from 7 to 11 years), it was re- 
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corded in the instructions even upto 
1900 “that the organization and work 
of the lower standards in Public Ele- 
mentary Schools was the least satisfac- 
tory part of the existing educational 
system" and that it was only * The 
Education Act of 1918 that enforced 
compulsory attendance at school upto 
the age of 14”. During the five years 
that I was in entire charge of the ele- 
mentary education system in one State, 
all the concerned inspecting officers 
most devoutly tried to secure the at- 
tendance of the entire children of ages 
between six and eleven years for at 
least three hours a day within a zone 
of one and a half miles of each elemen- 
tary school, and though we achieved 
considerable increase in enrolment, 
there were still twenty-five to thirty 
per cent of the children whose parents 
would not enrol them. Similar was 
my experience in another State too 
where all the educational officers also 
worked as one team under my leader- 
ship. I therefore think that unless 
mighty coercive measures are under- 
taken in Madras, by passing a compul- 
sory Education Act applicable to the en- 
tire State and work it up in a stringent 
manner, it is doubtful whether “the 
shift system " advocated in the Parule- 
kar Committee report will bring in the 
expected results. Responsible persons 
hailing from villages say that attend- 
ance has fallen and children wander 
about without any control. 


MEASURES FOR A DRIVE 


6. The Committee has most admi- 
rably suggested various measures for 
a drive to bring pupils into schools, 
which are being adopted with varying 
degrees of achievement all over the 
country and Madras will not lag behind. 
Even then, many years will pass before 
all children between the ages of 6 and 
12 years will be enrolled knowing as 
we do the conservatism of our people, 
and I must now say even veiled 
hostility of not a few of the teachers 
who have a grouse that they are asked 
to work eight and a half hours a week 
extra without extra remuneration to 
pay which Madras is said to have no 
funds. 
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1. As for the out-of-school craft 
work, unless there is legal binding and 
unless they are paid well, craftsmen 
may not leave their job and go for 
training to teach and later do actual 
teaching, unless .they are employed 
whole-times One cannot be certain 
that pupils will regularly go to places 
of work of the craftsmen and that the 
Jatter will take any trouble to teach 
the children in a sustained manner. It 
is even possible that the craftsmen may 
exploit some enthusiastic children in 
increasing their own earnings, unless 
there is day to day check up by the 
Headmaster and periodical testing of 
the progress of the children in craft 
work. As things stand, parents are 
loudly complaining that their children 
are loitering about for half the day 
when they are out of school, day labour- 
ers are fidgety as to what will happen 
to their wards before they will turn 
up after their work, and mostly mothers. 
find their idle children a nuisance at 
home. 

I would recommend (1) that the ele- 
mentary schools be held for five hours 
from 12 noon so as to give opportunity 
to children to help their parents in the 
mornings, (2) that craft work be ar- 
ranged in the school as far as possible, 
but where facilities exist outside the 
school in trade and industry by what is 
called the “co-operative method" in 
U.S.A. or “Sandwich system” in U.K. 
under the general supervision of the 
school teachers, (3) that in a few 
selected areas a shift of three hours be 
arranged in addition during which 
period those children whose help is 
wanted by their parents during the rest 
of the day may be coached up princi- . 
pally in bookish subjects and they be 
let off during the rest of the day, sepa- 
rate staff being employed for this shift 
(This experiment will indicate whether 
there is a public demand for such a 
shift), (4) that whenever craft training 
is organised outside school, strict super- 
vision by the Headmaster be secured to 
ensure that children do engage them- 
selves in craft-work either under a 
craftman or in the establishment of 
the parent, and (5) that the teachers 
be paid extra remuneration wheneve! 
they are to do extra work,

MAINTENANCE GRANT TO AIDED 

ELE. SCHOOLS WHICH LEVY 

FEES—SALARY PAID TO TEACH- 

ERS IN EXCESS OF GRANT—TO 

TREAT AS AN ADMISSIBLE EX- 
PENDITURE—REQUESTED. 


The secondary grade teachers and 
Ele. higher grade teachers working in 
Ele. Schools are paid by the Govern- 
ment a teaching grant of Rs. 37—1—45 
and Rs. 27—1—30 respectively. The 
Government also induce the manage- 
ments to give three Rupees per teacher 
over and above the assessed grant. As 
such an experienced teacher can expect 
only a maximum of Rs. 48 or Hs. 33 
according to his grade. It is no exagge- 
ration to say that this scale of teaching 
grant is quite insufficient. 


With a view to get better teachers, 
some managements come forward to 
pay a little more to their teachers ac- 
cording to their service though the Gov- 
ernment do not compel them to pay 

more than Rs. 3 over the assessed 

grant. To meet this additional expendi- 
ture, some managements levy fees to 
the pupils, since local conditions favour 
them for the levy of fees. But even the 
“pay given by the few generous hearted 
managers is too low when compared 
with the scale of pay of secondary grade 
teachers in High Schools. 


The managements of Aided Elemen- 
tary Schools are eligible for a mainte- 
nance grant every year subject to a 
maximum of 1595 of the assessed teach- 
ing grant, provided the deficit to be 
met by the mahagement is over and 
above 1595 of the assessed teaching 
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grant. In assessing maintenance grant 
to schools which levy fees, the Educa- 
tion Department determines the deficit 
after disallowing the pay of teachers 
given over “grant plus 3 Rupees', on 
the expenditure side. But the whole 
fee income is taken into account on the 
income side. This procedure adopted 
by the department makes many fee 
levying schools ineligible for any main- 
tenance grant. As a result even the 
few generous hearted managers are 
rather induced indirectly by the depart- 
ment not to pay the teachers more than 
grant plus 3 Rupees. This is really a 
hard indirect hit on the teachers by the 
department. 


The procedure adopted by the de- 
partment in determining deficit as ex- 
plained in the above para is not at all 
fair and just. When the whole fee in- 
come is taken into account on the in- 
come side, it is fair and just that the 
entire pay of the teachers as given by 
the managements should be taken into 
account on the expenditure side also. | 


Therefore in fairness and justice, I 
request that the Government may be 
pleased to pass orders directing the 
Education Department to take into ac- 
count the full pay actually paid to 
teachers when determining deficit in 
Aided Ele. Schools which levy fees and 
give effect to such order even for the 
year 1953-54 and facilitate to pass a 
supplementary bill to such of the fee 
levying schools that did not enjoy the 
benefit of maintenance grant for 1953.

THE 44th MADRAS STATE. EDEC'ATIONAL 
CONFERENCE 


DRAFT RESOLUTIONS 


1. This Conference while reiterating 
its previous resolution on the question 
of salary scales desires to bring to the 
notice of the Government the conside- 
rable dissatisfaction among the mem- 
bers of the different grades of the 
teaching profession. The recommenda- 
tions made by the various committees 
appointed by the Central Government 
have ‘not been given effect to. The 
Central’ Advisory Board of Education 
and the Secondary Education Commis- 
sion have drawn pointed attention to 
the urgent necessity of revising the 
scales of salaries of teachers. Minis- 
ters have on many occasions admitted 
that the seales of salaries should be 
revised. The Secondary Education 
Commission has further pointed out 


that there is no justification for varla- 


tion in the scales of salaries of teachers 
working in government schools and in 
schools conducted. by local bodies and 
private agencies, and that all those who 
have similar. qualifications and under- 
take similar responsibilities should be 
treated on a par in the matter of salary 
irrespective of the agency under which 
they are serving. This Conference 
therefore urges the Government, to 


give effect to the following scales, to. 


start with, recommended by the 42nd 
State Educational Conference held at 
Peelamedu : — 


COLLEGES 
Principal Rs. 600---25---800 
Professors | ..' Rs. 300---20---600 
Lecturers Rs. 200—10—350 


Demonstrators and Tutors— 


Rs. 100—10—200 plus an allow-

In big institutions posts of responsi- 
bility should be created for two pur- 
poses :—(1) To relieve Principals and 
Headmasters of a certain amount of 
routine administrative responsibility ; 
and (2) to act as a further incentive to 
the more ambitious type of teacher. To 
teachers holding such posts, in addition 
to their pay, an allowance may be paid. 


OLD AGE PROVISION 


2. 'This Conference requests the 
Government to take over the Provident 
Fund contributions so that it can utilize 
that amount for its various schemes 
and allow the same rate of interest 
which employees under local bodies get 
for their contributions. This Confer- 
ence in expressing its regret for the 
cancellation of the G.O. permitting 
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teachers in aided institutions to contri- 
bute up to 24 annas in the rupee, urges 
the Government to restore it and issue 
orders for implementing it. 


3. This Conference is of the view- 


that for the quick closure of Provident 
Fund accounts and for enabling subs- 
cribers to divert a part of their contri- 
butions towards payment of insurance 
premia the Government's contribution 
should be made at the end of each 
financial year, 


4. This Conference requests the 
managements of aided institutions to 
increase their rate of contributions, as 
the Provident Fund is the only old age 
provision for teachers. 


5. This Conference is firmly of opi- 
nion that provision for pension must be 
made by the Government for teachers 
employed in local bodies and under aid- 
ed managements. While expressing its 
thanks to a few managements that are 
giving pension to its retired employees, 
this Conference appeals to manage- 
ments to take steps to institute a pen- 
sion scheme for their employees who 


retire after a long period of service in. 


their schools. 


6. This Conference requests the 
Government to make it compulsory for 
every teacher to take a life insurance 
policy. 


HOUSE RENT AND DEARNESS 
ALLOWANCES 


7. This Conference reiterates the 
resolution passed in previous years 
requesting that teachers of all cadres 
under all managements be given Dear- 
ness Allowance and House Rent allow- 
ance both at rates applicable to em- 
ployees of the Central Government. 


AGE OF RETIREMENT 


8. This Conference requests that the 
age of retirement of all grades of teach- 
ers under all managements including 
government be fixed at 60. 
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NEW ORGANISATIONAL PATTERN 
OF SECONDARY EDUCATION 


9. This Conference approves of the 
recommendations of the Secondary Edu- 
cation Commissioneto lengthen the high 
school course to seven years. 


10. This Conference is of the view 
that multipurpose schools should be 
started wherever possible and the Gov- 
ernments, both, Central and State, 
should give liberal grants for the start- 
ing of such schools. 


11. This Conference is of opinion 
that the Training Colleges and Institu- 
tions and the Universities should, as a 
normal part of their work, arrange for 
refresher courses and short intensive 
courses in special subjects. 


12. This Conference is of opinion 
that as the existing facilities for train- 
ing of physical education teachers are 
inadequate, the Government should take 
steps to incresae them by the opening of 
hew colleges where necessary, by in- 
creasing the seats:in the existing colle- 
ges and by giving aid to private bodies 
that start such institutions. For healthy 
growth of children in urban areas, all 
open spaces must be reserved to be 
used by children as playgrounds and 
parks. 


13. This Conference, while thanking 
the Government for extending the edu- 
cational fee concession further to the 
children of permanent clerks and to 
superannuated teachers who have been 
re-employed, requests the Government 
to extend this concession to college 
teachers and to servants attached to 
educational institutions. 


14. This Conference requests Gov- 
ernment that in schools which are more 
than 1,000 strong, one or more clerks, 
as the case may be, should be put on 
upper division seale. Inasmuch as the 
volume of work has considerably in- 
creased in recent years, this Conference 
requests that permission may be accord- 
ed to schools to increase their office 
establishment. 
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15. This Conference is of the view 
that trained librarians should be provi- 
ded in all secondary schools and all 
teachers should be given some training 
. in the basic principles of library work 
in the training colleges and schools 
as well as through refresher courses. 


16. This Conference is of the view 
that in the case of training schools 
which charge no fees, the full net cost 
should be met by the Government. 


17. In view of the importance of 
providing free compulsory education for 
all at least up to the age of 14, this 
Conference is of the opinion that the 
problem of elementary education, such 
as, agency, control, finance and super- 
vision and the scheme of studies re- 
quire a very careful study and drastic 
revision and urges upon the Govern- 
ment of India to appoint a special com- 
mission to study these problems with a 
view to advising the State Governments 
on the measures to be taken to fulfil 
Article 45 of the Constitution in the 
shortest time possible. 

This Conference is further of the view 
that the Central Government should 
treat extension of primary education as 
an essential part of the National Exten- 
sion Service and assist the States with 
liberal financial aids towards primary 
education. 


ADMINISTRATION OF SPECIAL 
| FEES 


18. Fully realising that extra-curri- 
cular activities play an important part 
along with curricular activities in 
promoting the personality of a pupil, 
the Department of Education enabled 
institutions to levy special fees for such 
activities and insisted upon the heads 
of institutions to spend the amounts for 
the objects for which they were collect- 
ed. At the time when the communica- 
tion was received it was thought that 
the heads of institutions would have a 
reasonable measure of freedom to orga- 
nise such activities. But the rules 
framed and their interpretation have 
imposed very severe restrictions and 


limitations in the administration of 
special fees. It has become vexa- 
tious when retrospective effect 1s 


sought to be given to the rules and 


when the action of the heads of 
schools is described as irregular and 
improper, thereby causing misunder- 
standing and unhappy relationship 
between the heads of institutions and 
managements. This Conference further 
notes with concern that the irksome and 
unreasonable restrictions are causing 
hesitation on the part of the heads of 
schools to organise extra curricular 
activities and incur expenditure there- 
for. This Conference is of the view 
that the time has come for the Govern- 
ment to revise their rules so as to faci- 
litate the effective organisation of prac- 
tical activities both curricular and extra 
curricular within the limits of their 
budget provision, for the benefit of the 
pupils. 


19, This Conference is glad to note 
that the Government had agreed that 
there should be no discrimination as 
between teachers in aided elementary 
schools and íhose in aided secondary 
schools and colleges, in the matter of 
election. This Conference, however, 
feels that in removing a disability the 
Government have imposed conditions 
which in effect denied to all teachers 
the right to stand for election. This 
Conference resolves to request Govern- 
ment to modify the G.O. No. 1557, Edu- 
cation, dated 30th June 1953 deleting 
the conditions, and suggests that the 
G.O. No. 664, Education, dated 15th 
April 1940 which permitted teachers in 
aided secondary schools and colleges to 
stand for election may be made appli- 
cable to teachers in aided elementary 
schools also. 


20. Considering the amendments to 
Rules 98 (b) and 154 of the Madras 
Educational Rules, this Conference feels 
that the. amendment to Rule 98 (b) 
wbich includes teachers along with 
headmasters would seriously jeopardise 
the service conditions of teachers who 
are serving under a contract with the 
management, as the contract already 
provides for action to be taken for neg- 
ligence and irregularity. | By this 
amendment the Department instead of 
being an appellate authority to ensure 
the proper working of the contract as- 
sumes the role of a prosecutor. Further 
the amendment confers drastic powers, 
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such as suspension and dismissal, on the 
educational officers for all offences that 
might easily be brought under the 
vague expressions, ‘negligence’ and 
‘irregularities’. * The amendment to 
Rule 154 is equally arbitrary and un- 
called for, and in practice, would ren- 
der it diffieult for any teacher to pur- 
sue his vocation in peace. This Con- 
ference therefore urges upon the Gov- 
ernment to keep the amendments in 
abeyance and have the question care- 
fully examined. 


21. This Conference is of the view 
that in the interest of sound Educational 
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progress provision should be made for 
research in Education in Universities 
and in Training Colleges and aid should 
be given to organisations that , do 
research work in “Education and calls 
upon the South India Teachers Union 
to organise at an early date the S.I.T.U. 
Council of Educational Research.

Apart 
from his being ihe Chairman of the 
Secondary Education Commission, 
whose report is now being adopted by 
all Governments, Central and States, he 
is a member of the Executive Board of 
the UNESCO and as such has a very 
intimate knowledge of the problems of 
Education that confront the whole 
world. By agreeing to preside over our 
Conference he has done great honour 
to the teachers of this State who eager- 
ly look to him for advice and guidance 
at a time when Education is at the 
cross roads. There is a great interest 
in education evinced by all sections of 
the people not the least the political 
parties anxious to secure a lightening 
control on education. Teachers who 
have a primary responsibility in this 
field of education, need great guidance 
in this battle for control and we hope 
the deliberations of this Conference at 


Tanjore will help them to save educa- 
tion from being dominated by party 
politics. 


The Reception Committee at Tanjore 
under the able Chairmanship of Sri 
V. S. Thyagaraja Mudaliar, has been 
making great efforts to make the stay 
of the delegates as comfortable as possi- 
ble and thus ensure a good -conference., 
We are glad that the Hon'ble. Sri C. 
Subramaniam, Minister for Education 
and Finance, has kindly agreed to in- 
augurate the conference. 


An Educational Exhibition is also 
being organised. 


As usual the Conference will meet in 
four sections and each section offers a 
rich programme of discussions on topics 
of great importance to the teacher. It 
is gratifying to note that there will be 
a group discussion on the effective uti- 
lisation of the School Broadcasts. The 
delegates may, therefore, look forward 
to a very interesting and valuable ses- 
sion of the Conference making a notable 
contribution to Education.
